In the Office Action dated 7/7/03, designated as Paper No. 7 in the above- 
captioned application, the Examiner issued a Restriction Requirement identifying the 
following groups of claims as being drawn to potentially distinct inventions: 

Group L Claims 1 -23, 42 and 52-59, drawn to a method of writing a light guiding 

structure using soft silica based material, classified in class 430, subclass 32 L 
Group II. Claims 24-40, drawn to a method of writing a light guiding structure using 

hard doped silica based material, classified in class 430, subclass 321; 
Group HI. Claim 41 , drawn to a method of writing a light guiding structure using a 

silica based material made by a flame hydrolysis process, classified in class 430, 

subclass 198; and 

Group IV. Claims 43-51 and 60, drawn to a method of making a 3-D internal tunnel 
structure, classified in class 430, subclass 322. 

The Examiner asserted that these inventions may be regarded as independent and 
distinct from one another because they are unrelated. Applicant hereby elects group I, 
claims 1-23, 42 and 52-59, without traverse. 
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Applicant believes that no extension of time is necessary to make this Response 
timely.
